Ohio’s Flood Grows Mora 
Day. 
C incinnati, Feb. 24.—The "outlook of 
the Ohio river flood grow* worse. Here 
the river continues to rise about an inch 
an hour. 
At IO o’clock it stood 56 feet 
33>i 
inches. 
It is 
rising at Ports­ 
mouth at som ething 
less than an 
inch an 
hour. 
Tuere is some hope 
in the fact th at it is falling rapidly 
a t W heeling aud at Parkersburg, and 
also th at the heaii w aters of the great 
K anaw ha are falling.* The effect of the 
flood here at this stage of the w ater is 
inconvenient, but not disastrous. 
T hs 
railroads th at use the Central depot 
are compelled to vacate it, but they 
all have improvised 
passenger sta­ 
tions which they use instead. The Ches­ 
apeake Sc Ohio and the Kentucky Cen­ 
tral are exceptions to this rule, as the 
w ater will not reach the floor of the 
Central station until a rise of a t least 
about a foot more. 
The Panhandle 
road is not affected at all, nor its 
depot. 
The Cincinnati, 
Hamilton St 
Dayton and the trains running into 
its depot arrive and depart as usual. 
Since the flood of 1884, when the Ohio 
<fe Mississippi road was disabled betw een 
here and Law renceburg, its track has 
been raised, so th at it is out of dan­ 
ger against any flood th a t is likely to 
come. 
At New port w ater is four feet 
deep at Isabella and Fourth streets and 
a num ber of families are seeking other 
houses.

F R E E TRADE HS A CURE-ALL. 
A prominent cha raoteribtio in the tao- 
tios of freQ trade advocates is their per- 
Bisten^appbsl to prejudice—their con­ 
stant effort to otherwise influence the 
passions of voters, whose unbiased jadg- 
meut-WouM elbe. *ise bcldthem to the 
support cf a protective policy. 
Prominent among such appeals are 
those to the prejudice of locality. The 
relation $}f tariff ta the varied industries 
of the oouatry is rarely, mentioned with- 
out|f eferqpOb to the f ai mer as a. western 
man/andthe intimation that those en­ 
gaged ih manufacturing ell belongs at 
the east. And this in face of the fact 
tint some of the counties figuring 
most prominently in the census of agrioul 
tural products are a long distance1 east of 
the Mississippi Valley, and the farther 
fact that some among the heaviest man­ 
ufacturing concerns in the United States 
are owned ani operated in the great ag­ 
ricultural eta;© of Wisconsin. 
Then we have to appeaPto the preju­ 
dice of occupation, for'' the purpose of 
arraying workers against the men who 
employ them; those who 
grow crops 
against those who transport and market 
the products of the farm. And so on 
through the 
list.'“Every man who is 
found to be dissatisfied with his sur­ 
roundings, disappointed in his efforts to 
get ahead in the world, is asked to look 
upon protection,as the stupnbling block 
lo his ambition, and is promised^ that 
with free foreign trade will come those 
better better times for which all men 
hope. 
Appeals to prejudice would not be nec-

It is 
surprising how men ordinarily quick to 
recent any imputation upon their honor 
and manhood will stand without a mur­ 
mur the accusations of being accessible to 
railroad iniluence rn order to save the 
few dollars which the free pass enables 
them lo eave. 
But, eageily as most public officials 
and legislators cling to this perquisite, 
there is still reason to leheve that ulti­ 
mately the free pass abuse will be done 
away with.

A cooking school •'that is a cooking 
school has just been opened in Gothen­ 
burg, Sweden. 
It is an annex of tho 
girls’ port of the public school system 
there, and every young woman who is 
graduated must learn all th at the prac­ 
tical cooks in the annex can teach. 
The cooking course is a part of the se­ 
nior year curriculum and includes 
twenty-four lessons. 
Twelve of these 
lessons are theoretical. 
Tho rest are 
practical. 
Ten of the practical lessons 
of two hours each are devoted to in­ 
struction in the most popular meats 
and vegetables. 
The girls are obliged 
to peel potatoes, skin onions, pluck and 
stuff chickens, spit roasts and tho like. 
They put on the kettles, feed and regu­ 
late tile fires, wash tho dishes and clean 
up generally after all is done. 
Three 
lessons of two hours each concern ex­ 
clusively tho preparation of bouillon, 
toast and rice water, barley soup and 
other similar dishes for ill persons. 
The young women are instructed in 
classes of five, and each group prepares 
successively every dish in the course. 
The cooking is done mornings, the 
cooked dishes are served for the din­ 
ners of the pupils and teachers, and 
every girl is obliged to eat what she has 
had a hand in preparing, or go with­ 
out. During the afternoon each stu­ 
dent writes a description of how and 
what she cooked, and appends sugges­ 
tions as to epicurean improvements 
that have occurred to her mind/since 
she finished the dish. These* reports 
are read and corrected by the instcact- 
ors, and at tho end of tho course the 
girl who cooked best and suggested'the 
most palatable innovations in the proc­ 
ess will get a gold modal. 
The course is unique in two particu­ 
lars. 
All the girls must go to market 
with the instructors very early and buy 
all the stuff to bo used in the kitchen. 
Every Saturday is given over to house­ 
cleaning. 
All the girls must then get 
into their old gowns and gloves, twist 
up their hair in tight little knots with­ 
out a friz in front or a fringe behind, 
arni knuckle down to scouring the 
floor, washing the windows, p o lish in g 
the brass and cleaning tho walls. 
Tho Gothenburg experiment is new. 
If it proves successful other cooking 
annexes to public schools will be opened 
in other Swedish cities.—New York 
Sun.
